When will Qayaamal eomc and after how long will it eonte? With the 
exception of blessing the knowledge of ihis lo the Holy Prophet (Sail 
Allaho Alaihi waSallam), Almighty Allah kepi this information hidden 
front all I Iis other servants. The Holy Prophet (Hall Allaho Alaihi wa 
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Sallam) was commanded to keep Etiis information hidden from his 
Untmah. It has been mentioned in ihe Huashia As Saawi (eommcniaPr 
of JalaaJain) as follows:

"Almighty Allah has blessed the Holy Prophet (Sail Allaho Alaihi wa 
Sallam) with die knowledge a bom Jaimal and Jahaimum and ail that 
which is in it, but He commanded him lo fce^p certain information 
hidden. In this, the information is narrated on the basis of tawalur." (As 
Saawi volume 2 pg 104] 

Thus, the Holy Prophet {Sail Allaho Alaihi wa Sallam) did not inform 
any of his U mmah about when Qayaamat will come* and after how long 
ii will come and in which year it will come. However, the Holy Prophet 
(Salt Allaho Alaihi wa Sallam) did inform his Ummah about the month, 
day and date when Qayaamal will come. Actually even our children are 
aware oflhc fact that Qayaamat will come in the month of Muharram,on 
the I of this month, on a Friday, between the time ofZdhr and Asr. 

After the passing of llazrai Esa (alaihis salaam), when the sweet 
fragrant breeze will blow causing all the believers souls to be easily 
removed, then only kaafirs will be left on earth. After this, an era of forty 
years will pass over them wherein none will have any children and none 
will be less than forty years old. Hoi one of them will be even thin king of 
the coming of Qayaamat. Some of them will be engrossed in eating, 
some will be cooking, some will be painting the walls of (heir homes, in 
other words, each one of I Item will be engross'd in their daily chores as 
per their habit, when suddenly Ha/rat I staled (alaihis salaam) will be 
commanded to blow the “Soor” (Huge Trumpet like object). 

Initially, the sound will be very low and sweet ami then the sound will 
become very loud and frightening. People will attentively listen to this 
sound and then faint and die. The sky will break into pieces. There will 
be such a powerful earthquake that the entire earth will tremble. The 
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mountains will break down into panicles and be blown away like dust. 
The sun, moan and stars will lose their brightness and disappear. Ifven 
Hazrallsrafcd (ala i his salaam) and theSoor will cease to exist, 

Ai that i i fne. with the exception of ALLAH there will be no one else in 
existence. Almighty Allah will say. 

"Whose Sovereignly is ii today';"” 

Where are (hose who used to cause oppression? Where arc those who 
showed pride and arrogance? Where are those who showed ty ranny and 
foroefulncss? There will be none existing then who will be able to 
answer. Then Almighty Allah, Jab’byar, Qah’haar will say. 

“Today is only the Sovereignly of the One, The Qahaar” 

(AI Quran Part 24 Surah Mu'minoon verse 15) 

Then, when Allah wills. He will bring Harrui Israfeel (alaihis salaam) 
into existence and He will bring into existence the Soor and command 
lla/rat Israfeel (alaihis salaam) to blow it. The moment the Soor is 
blown, all the creation from the beginning till the end will rise including 
ihc Jinns.

Thus, whosoever remembered this, 
remembered it and whosoever forgot this, forgot it, When any ore of 
these (hings (which was mentioned)occurred and my friends pointed it 
out, and 1 had forgotten ii. then 3 would remember it so clearly, like die 
face of a person who had disappeared was been explained and that E was 
recognising it by looking at him.”"

Alaamaal-e'Sughra arc those signs that will become 
apparent long before the coming of Qayaamat and Alaamaat-c-Kubra 
are those signs thai wil I become apparent very c Ease to Qayaamat. The 
hook in front of you discusses the“Alaamiiat-e-Sitghrsr based on such a 
Hadith from Ranznt Umaal which explains approximately seventy two 
(72) signs of Qayaatnal, My Murshid and my honourable teacher 
Huzoor Taajush Shariah Haznal Allama Alliaaj Ash Shah Al Mufli 
Muhammad Akhiar Rasa Khan Qadri Azhari Mudaziluhun Noorani 
firstly presenled the very simple translation of the Hadith. He (hen Only 
discussed those signs of Qayaamat which were not very well known 
amongst (he general public. As for those signs that are well known 
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and understood, he just translated them as pur the lladilh Eincl in doing 
so. he did it so professionally, that those signs did tm>i need to be further 
explained or commented on. The signs of Qayaamat which Hu zoo r 
laajush Shariah discussed and explained in detail {in this boot) have 
been supported from l he I lad ilh .Shareef relaling to them. I n do i ng so, 
this book 'Aasa«-e-Qa>aamai' has become a precious and attractive 
Collection of Ahadilh as well. In this book. Ha/rat has discussed those 
in-depth issues relating to the signs of Oavaamal that have up to tww 
been out of the knowledge of ihe general public. One of ihe greatest 
splendours of this book is the fact that everything which has been 
discussed in this book has been supported by authentic proofs with 
references, I further added the actual text of the narrations and their 
actual references into the book, which will be very easy for keen readers, 
that whenever they fed it necessary, they may refer 10 the actual source. 
In some pans of the hook, footnotes have been added by me so that the 
reader may attain as much information as possible relating to the signs 
of Qayaamal so that they may continue to live their lives correctly 
Feeling confident.

WHEN PEOPLE WILL DESTROY 
THEIR NAMAAZ 

There are few waps in which people will destroy (squander) their 
Namaaz One wap Is by not abstaining from impurities (Najaasai). 
This will be when there is such an amount of Nejaasai on the 
clothing that it wilt cause the Namaaz to be invalidated, or by 
reading Namaaz In an Impure (Na Paab) piace or by not making 
wudbu correctly or by not fulfilling any condition or fundamental 
necessity of Namaaz. or (Allah Forbid) by being empty from inner 
purification and the light of Imaan in this way. that one becomes 
deprived from treasure of the respect of Almighty Allah and the 
Holy Prophet (Sail AllahoAlaihi wa Sallam). and to reject any of the 
necessities of Deen. such as Almighty Allah's Majesty and the 
Knowledge of the Unseen of the Holy Prophet (Sail AIFaho Ala l hi wa 
Sallam) or to reject the Finality of the Final Prophet (Sali Alla ho 
Alalhi wa Salfam) etc. even though one who does these things is a 
reciter of the KaEitnah, This Is the worst scenario. In this, not only 
does the Namaazi damage his Namaaz. hut he also destroys his 
Imaan. Today, the ones whom this refers to are the Wahabiyyah. 
Deobandis. Qadlants. Raafdls (shiajand all those who reject the 
necessities of Deen. It is for them that The Informer of the Truth 
(Sail AilahoAfaihi wa Sallam) gave this true In formal ion regarding 
the unseen: ^ "There will be such a nation 

who will read Namaaz and they will have no Deen . -

waajib. In the same way, to omit any action in Namaaz which Is 
waajib. or to read Namaaz without sincerity and humility Is 
definitely something that destroys (invalidates) the Salaah. [t is 
mentioned In Bukhari Sharcef on the authority of flazrat iiuzaifa 
(radi Allahu anhu) that he saw a person who was not performing 
his Ruku and Sujood correctly. Alter he completed his Namaaz. 
Ilazrat liuzait'a (radi Alllahu anhu) said (lo him), ‘You did not 
perform your Namaaz."

Allaho Alaihi wa 5aHam), This used to be the manner of the 
(ya hoodis) Jews in the pastil mes and today those charged with this 
are the Wahabis and Deobandlsetc. 

The beloved Prophet (Sail Allaho Alaihi wa Sallam) said, "In every 
LJjnmah there are some people who are yahoodis and in my 
Dmmah the yahoodis are those who try to falsify the Taqdeer 
which Allah mentions,'' (A! Laalyul Masnoo'a] 

The crux of the lladith i& very dear, The Holy Prophet (Sail Allaho 
Alaihi wa Sal lam) referred to them as yahoodi due to the falsifying 
and 1 heir hiding of the truth, Thus, the Wahabis etc who relect the

In other words when the Amaanat is seized horn them, then this 
refers to it being destroyed in the sense that they will be involved In 
committing major sins without any thought of it, or {Allah Forbid) 
They will in (heir hearts accept this as halaal, thus getting distant 
from tmaan and they will be displeased with the Deen. 

The Hadith has both meanings and both groups are based on (he 
different meaning of the Hadith end are charged with wbai is 
men t ion ed in i h e H adiih. As for the second group who regard that 
which is totally baraam as halaal. they are the ones who have had 
Amaa nai sei zed and t hey are deprived of Tm aa n and out of t he folds 
of Islam. And based on the Magnificence of Allah, every such sin 
and every such disobedience is regarded as Kabeera (a major sin) 
even though some sins in comparison to others are regarded as 
major sins whilst others are regarded as Sagheera (minor sins) and 
the comprehensive translation of Kabeera is that it refers to every 
such sin that the one responsible for it has been warned about it in 
the Quran and Sunnah and that action, that once done 
transgresses the law. such as dealing In usury, to usurp the wealth of 
an orphan, to disrespect the parents, to be merciless, to do black 
magic, to backbite, to give false testimony, to falsely accuse people 
by the leader, to arrange for adultery to take place, and to be 
indecem in Issues of females (non mahrams). In the same way. it 
refers to that sin which invokes curse. In the same way. it refers to 
every minor sin which one accepts happily arid continues doing it.

regarding the profit that we get from the banks and post offices. For

In the same manner, if a Muslim glees something as a gift to his 
fellow Muslim brother when returning what he borrowed from 
him. ft will not be regarded as Interest and there is no harm in him 
giving this. 

From the above mentioned discussion, even this has become dear, 
that for it to qualify as Riba (interest), there must be some condition 
present li be in weight or measu re men t etc or some ot her rhi ng a nd 
in the two issues discussed above, neither is present, thus not 
q ua I trying 1 1 as I n lerest. 

Thus to buy and sell cash currency (notes) in place of notes with 
difference of price Is not also regarded as Interest For a more 
detailed explanation of this, peruse the boob “Kiflul Faqihil Feature 
fi Ahbaumi Qirtaasid Diraahim' which has been written by Imam 
Ah le Su n nat Aala Haztai (rad I Afla h u an h u). 

To-sell wheat with difference against barley or any other article is 
permissible as wheat and barley are not one type of thing and tosell 
bread In exchange for wheat or flour for more or less value Is also 
permissible The reason for this, Is that here the things are 
combined, but in ihe bread the amount of wheal, since the 
condition is interest and here this is not present

Another si^n of QayadrTial that ihe Holy Prdphef (Sail Alia ho AJaihi

1 From the styles that they have made, 
one is celled Tar'eed' and this is when theQaari makes an uneven 
{shaking) kind of sound as if he Is shivering because of cold or some 
discomfort and the second kind they have called 'Tarqees" and this 
Is when they make intention to stop (become silent) at the alphabet 
which has a saakln (tazmj on it and then from the same alphabet, 
they suddeniy go forward (ta fee of D as i f he is speed i ng off in a race 
Or is in a Very fast speed. Another manner has also been adopted 
which is called "Tatreeb". in this type of recitation, they read the 
Quran with a kind of tune and with errors in this manner, that 
where there is no madd. they add a madd and with out reason 
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they lengthen the madd contrary io the rule of how long the madd 
should be lengthened. One other type is called Tahzeen - where 
they red te ih e Qura n in a wry sad tone li be a person who is crying 
sincerely and in humility.

an abundance of Qaaris, bui they will not present the true and 
correct recitation of i he Quran and thus that way i hat was adopted 
by the Sahaba-e Klraam from the Prophet (Sail Allaho Alai hi wa 
Sallam) and which became common amongst the true followers. 
wil I be disregard ad. 

It is reported on i he au rhorily of Hasrat Abdu r Rahmaan I bn Suiam I 
(radl Allahu an h u) i hat he said, "That Sa habi who used to teae h i he 
Quran io us mentioned that they used to learn icit verses from the 
Prophet (Sail AllahoAlalhi wa Sallam) and they never used to start 
with the next ten verses until they learnt whatever knowledge and 
practicing rules were in them.

Pnom this Hadith it is evident That the Sahaba mentioned about 
themselves, that the actual time of the coming of Qayaamat has 
been concealed from them and the one who concealed it {based on 
Allah's command) is the HoEy Prophet (Sell Alls ho Alaihi wa 
Saflam) and by the Prophet {Sail Allaho AEaihl wa Saltam) 
concealing this Information proves that he {Sail AElaho AEaihi wa 
Sal Earn) knew exactly when Qayaamat will come, but he was not 
commanded to share this information and thus concealed it from 
the Sahaba-e- Kiraa m.

It has been mentioned in Majma'ul Bihaar ul Anwaar The 
astronomers have mentioned dial the PauTratuI Burooj (The 
imaginary circle in the sby depicting the ecliptic equator) will 
coincide with the Daa'ira Mu'dilun Nahaar {The imaginary circle 
on ihe earth, which Is depicting ihecelestial equator) In thefuiure 
The explanation at this point Is thai ir is an accepted fact that 
between the North Pole and the South Pole, there is a huge 
{i m agi nary) cl rcle a nd i ts i ra fee tor y Is equa I towards- both i he poles. 
In oiher words, It is at an angle of 9P degrees from ihe North Pole 
and 00 degrees from ihe South Pole. Ii is this huge circle which Is 
known as Daa'ira Mu'dilun Nahaar (The Imaginary circle on the 
earth, which is depicting the celestial equator) 

On the 3 a^ol March and ihe 24' h of September, the sun moves over 
the celestial equator and on the 22^ of June, from ihe point where 
the sun rises, (he celestial equator is 23 degrees and 27 mlnuies 
South. 

In the same way. from the poini where the sunseis (comes to a resi). 
Ihe celestial equator on the 22 rrf June is also 23 degrees and 27 
minutes Soul h. On ihe 22"* December, ihe equator is 23 degrees 27 
minuiesnorih oi (he point from where the sun rises. 

I n t he same way on i he 22^ December the eq uator i s 23 degrees 27 
minutes nonh from the point where ihe sun sets (comes to a rest).

The reason that it is called c he Mu’di I un N aahar is i hat when rhe su n 
comes Imo the straight of this sphere, then in all places, day and 
night are approximately the same (equal everywhere) and it 
intersects the celestial equator In this manner, than he difference 
between both the poles is S3 degrees 27 minutes. From this huge 
sphere, movement and disiance of the stars from the sun etc. can 
be deciphered 


From this, it can be derived that (this is) as long as this huge sphere 
(ecliptic), continues Intersecting the celestial sphere in this 
manner that the above mentioned distance remains established 
between both and for as long as this remains in motion according 
to Its pa ttern.

From this It Is clear that the statement concerning the months 
becoming shorter is based on its evident meaning and there is no 
reason that can be an objection to its true meaning and It Is that 
which is regarded as the real meaning. As for that which has been 
mentioned in the last Eladith, then this is a pan of the Hadith which

Thus, the discussion of the Hadllh is based On what is evident from 
it and in taking the actual evident meaning, neither is there any 
change and nor is there any other proof from the Shariah which is 
demanding the refusal of this, but in Bukhari Shareef, there is a 
Hadith present which substantiates this Hadith. where the words 
about the time coming near have been mentioned. From it the 
coming close of the time is cleariy evident. It is In the Hsdhh of 
Muslim Shareef that the Prophet (Salt Alla ho Alai hi wa Sal la ml 
spoke about daj h [aal and (he Sahaha-e-Kiraam asked about how 
long daj'jaaE will be on earth and the Prophet (Sail Allaho Alalhi wa 
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5aMam) said. "One day {The First Day) will be like one year, then 
one day (The second day} w III be IsJ?e one month a m3 th en one day 
(The th! rd day) will be 31 be one Ju mm ah (li ke one week) a nd the rest 
of daj'jaals days will be [ifee your days ’ The Sahaba asbed "O 
Prophet of Allah (Sail Alla ho Alalhl wa Sal lam). What aboui that 
day which will be like one year, will |i be sufficient for ns |o read the 
Namaaz of one day in it?” He (Sail Allaho Alaihi wa Sallam) said, 
“No. you should keep an estimation for this " 

Allama Shaami quotes from Imam Kamaalud'deen Humaam who 
quotes from the footnotes o! Tabayyanul Kaqaaiq this Hadlth and 
then satd r "Eerily the Prophei (Sail Allaho Alaihi wa Sallam) made 
three hundred Asr Salaahs Whajlbby making ihai statement of his. 
Before this, that the sh adow of any objee t becomes equa I or double 
it. and it is based on this that all the other Salaahs should be read 
(TabayyanuE Haqaaiq vol ]. pageBl ] 

From this, the evidence of the closeness of the time and the 
shortness of the years and the days are left as normal and in this 
there is no room for the need to Justify and here the Hadirb of 
Art usl Lm clearly cuts out i he c hance of any i ntexpretatlon. From th i s 
also ft has been explained that the distance of the sun will not 
always remain the same as mentioned but decrees of change will 
occur and the months and seasons will change drastically which 
we are already seei r g and i i i s clear evidence of i h is.

It was concerning 
this that It was mentioned that they should only twist it once and 
not twice so that it does not imitate the men who wear turbans, 
since it is haraam for men to imi ta te worn en and women to imSia te 
men. 

imam Ahmed. Abu Da wood and Haakim have presented a 
narration with the merit of it being a Hassan narration from Ummgl 
Mo'm ineen U mm-e-Sal ma (radi A Hah n an ha).

This too Is from amongst the signs of Qayaamat and this sign has 
already become apparent. In this present time, this is seen very 
commonly and according to Shariat. this Is disallowed. It has been 
mentioned on page volume t page 339 of Musned Imam Aiam as 
follows:

Today. females and males haw started to imitate and cop? many 
ways of one another From amongst these ways, one is the use of 
the chain watch and this has become a wry common practice 
amongst males. This has become so common that many Imams. 
Manias and Muftis are seen wearing them without any regret. This 
is clearly regarded as forbidden {unnecessary) adornment and an 
impermissible action. Some try to show that it is permissible and 
falsely say that the permissibility is proven from Aala Ha:rat Fazil-e- 
Baretvfs (redi Ariahu anhu) statements whereas the permissibility 
of this can newr be proven from any of his works. 

Firstly This Chain watch that is worn on the wrist was not in the 
lime of Aula Hazrat rad i Allah u anhu. Secondly As for the chain to 
which they (those who object) try to attribute the present chain 
waleh and claim permissibility based on qtyaas (logical 
assumption thereof), then there are numerous cases where Aala 
Uazrat AseemuT bar feat Faazil-e’Barelvi has clearly mentioned that 
too. to be i mper m Issible and forbidden. 

This question was sent to Aala Hazral: In the present time kurtas 
a nd sadrees are worn wi th si Iver bu items tha t have chai ns attac hed 
to them. Are they permissible or not? in answer to this. Asia Hazrat 
says: "To sew just the silver buttons is not objectionable, as it is clear 
about the use of gold buttons in the boohs of hlqh. but, these silver 
chains that are attached to the buttons, and this is definitely being 
very careless. Unless and until there is no clear evidence in the 
statements of the A'imma in this Issue, which is as clear as the light 
of the sun and there is no clear ruling on this issue. 




then iq Just give the ruEe of permissibility Is mere impudence si nee 
the actual ru ling of silver and gold. Is tha sills forbidden {for males). 

Sheikh Muhaqqiq Maulona Abdul ttaq Muhadiih Dehivi Qaddasa 
Slruhu states as follows in Ash'atul LarcTaat which is the annotation 
of Mishkaai; "When she Shariah has given the command oi It being 
forbidden and has eliminated the fact of it being allowed, then the 
law of it being forbidden has been ruled, since if any specific thing 
has not been given clear and open consent, it can never be 
permitted, but is will remain under the law of It helng completely 
forbidden. It is obvious that by wearing the chains in ihis manner, 
the in ten lion is that of adornment, but the actual reason is only 
adornment and such hind of adorn mem is known as Tahalfi. The 
Ulema have clarified that with the exception of a ring, belly belt, 
and necessities for the sword The use of extra lace border and 
adornment with silver etc is not permissible in any way. IFatawa 
Razvla volume 9 page 34| 

Aala ilazrat also states on pages 298/299 of the same as follows: 
'This humble servant has not found any evidence (source of 
permissibility) concerning the chain like for the buttons and 
netiher have i found any clear proof of this, but in reality it is done 
for personal adornment and it Is not like the buttons that there is 
need lor it in the c lot h ing a nd nei t her Is it li he a spea r (flagpole) t ha t 
is at tac hed to the c lot h (used for e he flag) t hat i t may be regarded as 
part of the material, tt has no other real benefit except that of 
adornment and this highly resembles the jewels of the females. Its 
appearance and condition is Just like support grips (in the hair), 
where the hair is pushed through the rings attached to chains 
which are brought towards the forehead and the hair is brought 
together a e this point and the hair is joined together by a clip. These 
too are links like that of a chain. Actually, with the exception of 
beautification (adornment) there Is one other benefit there and 
tha t is to 1 if e e he weight of the hai r off t he ears as t his hair rl ng (gri p) 
actually su pports c he weight of the hair It is for this reason tha 11 hey 
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are called support grips. As for the [inks, ol the chain, [hen. ti must 
be noted that his has no benefit except that it is for adornment, 
Thus, in comparison 10 the finks of the support grips. its links are 
like that of the jhoomar (ornament worn by women on the head 
and which fails on the forehead) And like the support (rips 
(Sahara) this too Ss regarded as wearing apparel - , but here if is only 
been done for the sake of adornment (in the case of the chain 
watch) and has nothing to do with the actual apparel. Elbe the 
jhoomar ..(Until End) 

From here it has become evident that during the era of Aala Hazrat 
Azeemul barbae the chain that used to be used to attach the watch 
to the kurta or waist coat etc. and then kepi In the pocket, 
according to him it is also regarded under the ruling of jewellery. 
Thus, that which Is used on a wrist watch (the chain) is even more 
so regarded as jewellery and it is clearly used to show adornment 
and beautification 

Thus, it being illegal is very clear and the fact of it being 
resemblance to the jewellery of females is also evident. In the 
above mentioned issue, it has been regarded as illegal on the basis 
of resemblance and here U is dear that there is no doubt of 
proh i bi t ion. but it is clear proh ibition. 

Concerning this it has been mentioned. The hesitaiion In 
proh i bi t ion is as good as defin I le (meani ng the rule of prohi bl tion is 
dear), and thus the prohibition of a thing comparatively to rhe 
chain is very clear.' 

From here, the basis of the presumption of those who say It Is 
permissible is very clear. In our knowledge, there Is neither any 
contradiction nor any evidence of this thing or chain being 
permissible from the latawa ol Aala Hazrat Azeemul Bar&ai. 
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For ihe satoe of argument. iE there was any contradiction. then, to 
turn bach towards those clarifications Is necessary, as they 
themselves are fortified and clear from any doubt. And from 
whic hever stateme n t going con nary to it is doubt fu I, then to c Earif y 
it is necessary a nd to show simi larity is necessar y 

Thus, if In 'At Teebul Wajeca" on the issue of the discussion of imam 
Shaami. about whether it was part of clothing or Just linked (pari) 
ot the chain. Aala Hasrat said. '“Abstinence Is Oola (Best). One 
should protect one seif from it" 

Now in clarifying this statement, it must be mentioned that there Is 
doubt I nit being permissible so that there may be no contradiction 
to the other decree (by him). In some cases, the word Oola (Best) or 
word wi th the simi lar mea n i ng is used on waajib (com pu Isor y), 

Elowever. it has been mentioned in Inaaya volume l page 242 as 
follows:

Actually it has been mentioned just [ike this in Fatawa Rarvlaon the 
issue of the three colours in Muharram; "Muslims must abstain 
from wearing three colours during the ten days of Muharram. i.e. 
green, red and black. The reason for green is already known and 
the reason for not wearing red is that nowadays the cursed people 
wear this out of happiness. Dark blue, dark purple and lilac all fall 
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under Mack. Moss green, light green end Pistachio green all fall 
under the colour green and other colon ft that fail under red are 
rose pi rib. j u j ube red and (bri gh t) orange-1 n other words a ny colour 
ihat resembles these colours. If they are worn (during these days} 
wi th intention of mou rn i ng or showing happi n css l hen His haraam 
and if it just worn ordinarily, then it Is to resemble and thus to 
abstain Is best" [Fatawa Ra»ia. vol9. page 30 1 ] 

The differing here in others words "best" and "haraam" seems 10 
actually show that if there is no intention of mourning or showing 
happiness, then ti is permissible to wear and in comparison to 
"best" It shows ihar it is fine to wear, whereas in coherence 10 the 
statement, how unrelated it is. 

This is not something which Is hidden from anyone so here 
definitely the word best' Is not as in preference and also not Justin 
the meaning of mustahab (desirable). [wen here in this statement, 
the word "Chaah lye "(must) is not just in rhe meaning of muslahab. 
that it may be regarded in comparlsorua Way jib (compulsory), but 
what It actually means is. that even if one does not have this 
i mention fas men c ioned above) .then too. ii i s best a nd compu Isor y 
to abstain from resembling them, thus evert here, the words must 
and best have been used in place of the word compulsory It is for 
this reason that it was first mentioned; 'The green coloured 
clothing for the ten days of Muharram is also disallowed to wear as 
this too is a sign of mourning (Until end of actual text) 

.Maybe there Is only one possibility for the permissibility of the 
chain in the pocket watch. This is in the case when :hat thing is 
made from any other metal except gold and silver and the aim or 
this is not adornment and show but it is for the protection of the 
watch, it is concealed in the clothing. 

In this case if from the words of Asia Hasrat (radiAlla.hu anhu) the 
probability of it being permissible is derived, then the support of

this is with only the one possibility (that has been mentioned) and 
on she same basis by using his words as a support tor the point of 
having uncertainly In his Fatawa, is eradicated, but In (he case of 
the chain watch (which Is worn on the hand), this case does not 
apply, thus io mate Qiyaas based on this is not correct as both 
issuesare separate. 

WHEN THE QASM OF GHAIRULLAH 
WILL BE TAKEN 

Terminology: Qasm (To take and Oath) * (Gbalrullah Anyone 
other than Allah) 

From amongst the signs of Qayaamat. another sign that has been 
mentioned by the Holy Prophet (Sail Alfaho Alaihi wa 5aHam} is 
that the people will take Qasm of ghairullah. To take the Qasm of 
Ghalrullah Is disallowed In the Shariat 

It has been mens toned us follows i n c he Hadi th Shareef :

'One who takes the Qasm of Ghairullah is a mushrifct (Polytheist}' 
[Fa liul Qadeer, vol 2, page i soj 

In other words, he is really regarded as a mushriJ? If he takes the 
Qasm of ghairullah with respect like Is only unique for Almighty 
Alla h. Ta h 1 ng the Qasm of idols a Iso fal Is 1 n (he sa me category. 

Ita^rat Abu Mural rah (radi Allah u anhu) reports. “If one tabes an 
oath and then says, 'I swear by La at and Uzza. then he should read 
KaFma-e-Tauheed and if anyone says io his friend, Come, lets 
gamble, then he must give Sadqa'fTN Last and Uzza are names of 
idols). 
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From [his part of [tie Hadith, it has become dear that when one 
makes a firm intention in the heart to commit a sin, then this too is 
sJ n and to pu c it 1 n to action Is a second si n. The comm and of giui ng 
Sadqa is a compensation for that sin by doling this meritorious act 
(qrfghTingSadqa) 

It has been mentioned in the Hadith Shared, 

"Sadqa extinguishes! he fire of Allah’s wrath like water puts of fire." 
[Tabranl.vol t9. page 145] 

In this HadiLh. the command that was giwen oi reading La ilaaha 
I rial laah consists oE two possibilities. One is that a new Muslim, 
based on h Ls old habits un I ntentlonatly by sli p oF the tongue, swears 
an oath on the idols, then for him li Is ?ery likeable so read “Laa 
ilaaha ilia I laaEiu Muhammadur Rasoolullah" It should be read as 
compensation for the bad words which he said. The second 
possibility, is rhat rhe person really intends the respect of Last and 
Ltzza and the other idols. In this case, the person will become a 
munad {one who has turned away from Islam) and for making a 
statement against Islam, the person must mate Tajdeed-edmaan 
(re instate his faith) as this is necessary For him and it wili be 
necessary to read the Kallma-eTauheed. If in swearing an oath of 
ghslTUllah. he had no intention of showing that respect which 3s 
Unique to Almighty Allah, then in reality this is not shirt, but in 
scenario it resembles the manner of the polytheisi and it is on this 
basis, the law of shirk will also apply here and as a way of 
reprimanding and being strict, the one charged with this, will also 
be considered a mushrlfc. In this case, ihe meaning of this is that 
such a person acted In the manner of the mushriks. To swear an 
oath on the nasi (family lineage) ol your father, grandfather or son 
with boasting and gloriFyingthls, is also in the same category just 
as i t was com mon du ring the days of ignorance, Th Is too has bee n 
disallowed in the Hadlth, 
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E (Taajush Shariah) say. "From the manner of my discourse, ii has 
been made dear that this statement of the Prophet (Sail Allaho 
Alaihi wa Sal lam) 



‘This person has reached salvation If the oath of his father is true", 
which he made 10 a certain bedouin, does not fall under the 
category of being forbidden, but it was said to show its 
permissibility, 

It is as if the Holy Prophet {Sail Allaho Alai hi wa Sallam), is showing 
through this statement of his. that it Is not impermissible to swear 
an oath on the name of your father, as long as it is nut with 
boastfulness as M used to be the tradition In the days of ignorance, 
and there should also be no excessive show of respect In It as ihls 
too Is disallowed. One possibility is this that it Is done at such a 
point where ones word needs to show t he strength of his word or to 
caution someone with this statement which he is making. In this 
case as well, it will not cause the rull ng of shirk to be appl icabfe. 

Important Note; In Shariat, Ghairullah here refers to all those 
things that have no connection to Allah Almighty and the Holy 
Prophet (Sail Allaho Afalhi wa Sallam),In Shariat, there is no 
reverence for them and neither arc they allowed to be respected 
(such as idols etc.). Nabis. Rasool. Kaaba. Angels will not be 
regarded as ghairullah In the category of ghalrullah In this context 
(even though in the section of lialof. they loo are regarded as 
ghairulfah but in context with what is explained above, they are not 
regarded as ghairullah here) for according to Shariat, we have been 
com manded to respec 11 hem 

In this, is should be noted that Almighty Allah has commanded 
their respect, thus to respect them, is to respect Almighty Allah To 
swear an oath in their name Is not haraam.but thelJIama have on 


the basis of camion, also mentioned that to tabe their Qesm is 
Mabrooh, but this hasten been disallowed In the Hadith Qasm-e- 
Shar'i {A Qasm as regarded a Qasm In Shariat) is where the 
hafaarah (compensaclon) is necessary is thai Qasm of Allah which 
Is taken on the being of Allah or one swears on the attributes of 
Allah in a mutual way.

Imam Eaazi has mentioned: "1 fear that the person who says. 'I 
swear by my life or I swear by your tn life' will be plunged Into bufr 
and yet people say these words very commonly, if this was not so 
(that it was so common), t hen I wou Ed have said i t to be sb irk.' 

From this statement of Imam Paazi it has become evident that on 
the basis of a Qasm being Qasm-e-Sbar'i. there are two statements 
of the lllama: 

In one. the person is absolutely regarded as a Kaafir and in the 
second there is the fear of him becoming a Kaafir. The second 
statement is based on the way of the predecessors who exercised 
caution a nd the If way is on good a uthority and reliable, whlc h wi! I 
be explained further in detail as we proceed.

Some Ulama have absolutely regarded one who says this as a 
Kaailr, but the correct view is that which has been (already) 
explained above. 

Some ol the Ulama regard a person who says such words to be 
absolutely a kaafir. but the correct ruling In this case is that which 
has been mem ioned imho statement js 4 &< 

in other words, one who takes the oath of ghairullah is a mushrih. 
In supporting this, there are abo numerous other Ahadith. It has 
been mentioned in MishfeaatShareef as follows:

taking rhe Qasm was not to do that thing then for the Qasm to be 
true, he should not do those things which he took a Qasm of not 
doing and if he does those things, he will be regarded as a liar. It has 
been mentioned concerning such a person, that he is just as he has 
mentioned, in other words he is a Jew. a Christian and oul of Islam, 
The apparent meaning of this I ladith. is that one who tabes such an 
oath will become a Kaafir. In the contest that he gave reverence to 
hufr and disregarded the reverence of Islam. (Ashatul Lam'aat 
Share hMlshhaat. vol3, page 2 1 11 

Some Ulama have taken what is apparent in the Hadith and have 
decreed such a person absolutely a Kaafir and some Ulama have 
mentioned that the intention of this Qasm is that the said person is 
rebuking his nafs and is exaggerating his denunciation. Thus, 
according to us. as long as he does not break hrsQasm. just by that 
staremenr. he will not become a Kaafir. In the same way. if he used a 
action relating to past tense to show that his words of leaving Islam 
is pending, then the predecessors have not labelled him a Kaafir 
and according tosomeMeshaaikh, he will be regarded as a Kaafir. 
The correct view Is that in the said case he will nor be absolutely 
regarded as a Kaafir. because a person becomes a Kaafir by 
believing in kufr and from this. If Is evident! hat his Intention was to 
rebuke his nafs when he makes (he command based on an action 
in the future or he emphasizes the issue of leaving (the religion!! in a 
way. as if. to make believe- This, is in the case that the action is 
suspended on I he past, In other words, he warns to show that this 
action of him becoming a few or Christian or being disillusioned 
with Islam is completely Makrooh and disliked by him. It is for this 
reason that he left such a thing suspended to threaten himself, in 
ot her words, that whic h Is a def ec t and is disa I lowed.

clarifies that he too regards the second statement as authentic, that 
the person in question Is not decreed a Kaafir, but on breaking of 
the oath based on the certainty of being pleased with fcufr, he will 
become a Kaallr and this is the apparent benefit of the Hadiih, that 
the Hadith has left his issue of being out of Islam pending until he 
lies, Now in this discussion, this has not only been clarified by the 
statements of the Ulama. but also through the Hadith, that If a 
Muslim says something and there are numerous probabilities In 
what he has said which demand his hufr and there is one reason 
that points to his Islam, then It is necessary upon us to dlreer our 
attention towards that one reason and until such lime these 
probabilities remain established, we should noi say a Muslim to be 
a Kaafir. It Is for this reason that ii has been mentioned in Fteddul 
Muhtaaras follows:

This type of Qasm in the general terminology oi Shariah is known 
as n ¥ameen-e-Ghumooz.“ and even in this as per the earlier type, 
there are two views. The first view Is that the person is absolutely 
Kaafir and this is on what has been apparently mentioned in the 

Efadith where it says If he was telling a lie.(Until the end of 

Hadhh).Thls view is a strict one and ihe second view is that If he 
on[y i nte nded the oath, then he wllI not become Kaaf ir. 

Up to this point, we have only discussed two categories of Qasm. 
The third category is called "Yameen-e-Lugw" In oiher words to 
take an oath on something after being misinformed and the 
situation Ls actually contrary to what he was made to understand.

Up to here the issue of taking Qasm of ghairullab has been 
explained arid has now been concluded, Et must be noted that even 
to take Qasm on the names and attributes of Allah is something 
that one should be very cautious about.
